In the Winter League 
Championships at Dartmouth, the Raiders lost by one point to 
Springfield 69 1/2 to 6tt 1 2, Some of the qualifiers in this 
meet were chosen by Coach Short to go to the Tri -States at 
Colby College, Maine. Junior Frank EInicki set a New England 
record in the 300- yard run ar 32,5 seconds.
